the conflict might the soonei be won for survival of hum an civilization. 
Now the same religious and intellectual leaders have seen fit to 
address a similar appeal to the Nazi authors of frightfulness—who seem 
to b( in the laT throes of ruthless desperation—and the new plea ap­ 
peal.' all the more Unrealistic and hopeless. I: is significant only on ac­ 
count of its spiritual idealism against a wartime background oi devas­ 
tating reality. Its proponents are high-m inded and estimable, if some- 
what unworldly. But they are sincere, and in almost any situation their 
combined opinion would carry considerable weight on moral counts. 
Vet their new appeal overlooks the hopelessness oi any plea ad- 
riressed either to Germany's rulers or to the German people. Civiliza­ 
tion already has suffered the limit of moral shock and outrage in a 
German-made war wherein inhuman cynicism has played the chief role.

It was that brilliant and powerful 
campaign that crushed the Germans while they we« 
gathering their 
forces for their victory campaign in 1919. 
But ;n this war the coiitbat lias been spread around the world. 
The Navy’s job of lighting to protect shipping and to cover landing 
operations had no counterpart in World War I. Rising to this duty, 
he 
Navy has paid heavily in casualties to achieve a new record of superior! \ 
in naval warfare. 
Army and Marine Corps casualties have been high in many sharp 
engagements, and in the few sustained campaigns for which the general 
plan of American participation has called. But it should be noted by th*v 
American people that the ground forces have yet to be called upon io. 
their utmost power on any front. 
It is probable that the deaths m this war would have been tar 
greater under conditions which prevailed 26 years ago.
